Conceive what this means 
to-day—poison gas, torpedoing of 
hospital ships, ruthless murder: of 
not-combatants—womenandchildren 
shattered” by aerial bombs, and re- 
fiect that a.future war willbe much 
more terrible than the Jast and re 
flect also that.Mr Mackintosh would 
persuade us that this is Christianity.
